The whole of the Smyrna hinterland } 
has been ravaged by the Turks and 
refugees continue to pour into the city 
by the thousands. A Turkish airplane 
yesterday flew over the town and 
dropped pamphlets announeing the 
** compiete liberation ’’ of Asia Minor.

A state of panic prevails throughout 
Ionia, and the British High Commis- 
gioner has telegraphed to Constantino- 
ple asking that relief supplies be rushed 
here, as it is feared the grave food 
shortage will result in disorders. 

The foreign population is in trepida- 
tion lest the Greeks explode the im- 
mense stores of munitions in the city 
to prevent them from falling into the 
hands of the Kemalists.

auspices at Washington.a general limi- 
tation’ of the navies of all the world 
and in lending its-influence and advice 
on land disarmament, a subject in which 
the American people have generally been 
considered to be interested. The United 
States having refused to ratify the St. 
Germain convention regulating the arms 
traffic, the League will see if it is pos- 
sible to obtain from Washington any 
indication of what sort of arms traffic 
convention it would ratify and whether 
it would consent to attend a conference 
on the subject called by the League. 

Mr. Fisher expressed the opinion that 
the influence-and help of. the United 
States would be an immense aid in dis- 
armament work, and expressed the hope 
that the American attitude toward the 
League would not prevent co-operation. 
As for limiting. the arms traffic, .he 
said it was absolutely useless to try to 
control it with America out of the ar- 
rangement. Secretary Hughes had de- 
clared in his letter on the St. Germain 
convention that America approved 4 
proper limitation of the arms traffic, 
and Mr. Fisher thought that Washing- 
ton might be willing to say what it con- 
sidered proper steps. 

Limit on Lesser Navies Proposed. 


The permanent League Disarmament 
Commission presented to the Third Com- 
mittee today a draft of a treaty for the 
extension of. the Washington treaty. 
Following the lines of the document 
signed by Great Britain, the United 
States, Japan, Italy and France, which 
allotted capital ship tonnage in the pro- 
portion of 500,000, 500,000, 350,000, 175,- 
000 and 175,000 to these nations re- 
spectively, the League project tenta- 
tively allots Argentina 81,000 tons, Bra- 
zi) 45,000, Chile 35,000, Denmark 13,000, 
Greece 36,000, Holland 26,000, Norway 
16,000, Spain 81,000 and Sweden 62,000. 
There are no other naval powers worth 
considering. . 

These figures are based on the status 
quo, subject to reservations as to Spain 
and Brazil, Spain desiring a tonnage 
equaling Italy's and Brazil wishing to 
equal Argentina’s. 

As experts point out, the plan is

ALICE THORNTON 
~ INBERGEN MURDER 


Arrested While Waiting to Tell 
Grand Jury About Movie 
Actor’s Death. 


SHE IS HELD WITHOUT BAIL 


Sent to Cell in the Same 
Jail With Cline and 
Scullion. 


SURPRISED BY. INDICTMENT 


Repeats to Prosecutor Her Story of 
the Shooting of Bergen in 


Cline’s Home. 


Alice Thornton, the nineteen-year-old 
|girl whose jealousy of ‘‘ Handsome 
Jack’ Bergen, movie actor, is believed 
by the prosecutor to have led to the 
shooting of Bergen by George F. Cline, 
Fox Films location manager, in Cline’s 
home in Edgewater, N. J., on the night 
of Aug. 25 last, was arrested yesterday 
on the charge of murder and was com- 
mitted to the county jail at Hackensack 
without bail. Together with Cline and 
his brother-in-law, Charles Scullion, 21 
years old, the girl was indicted on the 
charge of murder by the Bergen County 
Grand Jury, which had seven women 
‘among its members. The prosecutor as- 


| serts that Miss Thornton was an acces- 


sory. 

Miss Thornton gave every evidence that 
her arrest and indictment had taken her 
| completely by surprise. She had gone to 
Hackensack in answer to a subpoena to 
}appear before the Grand Jury to testify 
concerning the shooting. Had she ap- 
peared before the Grand Jury she would 
have received immunity from prosecu- 
tion. She was waiting in the Court 
House at Hackensack to be called as a 
witness when Detective Nathan Allyn 
arrested her on a warrant issued by 
Justice E. A. Johnson. 

When the girl was taken into Prose- 
cutor A. C. Hart's office to be ques- 
tioned shed id not seem to realize at 
firat the seriousness of her position. 
Tha officials finally made it plain to 
her that she had been indicted and 
must go to jail, whereupon her” 
filled with tears and she sank back in 
her chair as if weak with fear.. After 
a few minutes, however, she overcame 
her emotion, smiled brightly, and sur- 
prised her questioners with her free 
and lucid answerg, to all questions. 


Repeated Her Story. 


Assistant Prosecutor C. J. McCarthy, 
who took her statement after warning 
her that anything she might say would 
be used against her, told reporters that 
Miss Thornton did not hesitate to tell 
an apparently complete and straightfor- 
ward story of the tragedy and of her 
relations with Bergen and the Clines. 

‘‘Miss Thornton practically repeated 
the story she told to newspaper men 
before her arrest,’’ sald Mr. McCarthy. 
‘‘ She denred that she had any part in 
| luring Bergen from his home in New 
York to Cline’s home in Edgewater on 


the night of the shooting, but she ad- 
mitted that she had told Cline of the 
intimacy between Mrs. Cline and Ber- 
gen, which is believed to have been the 
direct cause of the tragedy. Miss 
Thornton denied some of the newspaper 
| oe that she was with Bergen an 
the Clines at Saranac Lake. She said 
|she knew nothing of what happened 
| there between Mrs. Cline and Bergen.”’ 

According to the Assistant Prosecutor 
Miss Thornton admitted that when Cline 
forced Bergen up the stairway in Cline’s 
home, with a -pistol at his back, she 
struggled to prevent Mrs. Cline from 
following the men. Her reason for this 
the girl said, was to prevent the possi- 
bility of Mrs. Cline being shot. Mrs. 
Cline has said in an interview that 
when she tried to follow the men her 
intention was’ td "get close”’ to her 
husband. According to Mrs. Cline, ze 
thought that by doing so she could calm 
him down and make peace, with the 
result that Bergen would leave the 
house. It was Mrs. Cline who first dis- 
closed that Miss Thornton had held her

Jake wanted to be 
chief and the tribe wanted him but the 
mandate administrator -named Tim 
Beukes and backed him up. 

Then in 1921 the dog tax was levied 
at the rate of one pound sterling on 
one dog and a graded scale up tq ten 
pounds on five dogs. The official! rea- 
son given was that the natives used 
dogs to hunt and would not work. It 
seems the natives tried to some extent 
to raise the money to pay the taxes but 
found so much difficulty that they re- 
fused to pay. 

In fighting-at the end of May and the 
be gy of June, eighty or a hundred 
natives, Including some women and chil-. 
dren, were killed and Jake was put to 
flight.

Police Budget Up $3,1 69,340 to $34,306,070; 
Enright Wants Air Force and Secret Service 


? INDIGTED AS All The Police Department ‘has asked the 
, B 


udget Committee of the Board of Esti- 
mate for $34,306,070 for 1923. The police 
budget for 1922 was $31,136,730. 

The features of the budget for next 
year include a request for $50,000 for an 
air service and $125,000 for a secret ser- 
vice system. Commissioner Enright also 
asks for another secretary at $3,000. 
Some time ago Commissioner Enright 
pleaded with tbe Estimate Board for a 
secret service force, and it was under- 
stood when his request was granted that 
politics was not to figure in the appoint- 
ments of these operators, who were not 
to be selected from the uniformed force 
or the Detective Bureau. The Estimate 
Board Ahen permitted the use of a con- 
tingency fund of $105,000 for the pay- 
ment of these men. In his 1923 request, 
however, Commigsioner Enright asks 
$125,000 for secret service salaries and 
expenses in addition to a similar con- 
tingency fund.

Dr. Leonard Keene Hirshberg, grad- 
‘uate of Johns Hopkins, whose medical 
‘articles have been syndicated in all parts 
|of the country, was formally arrested 
| yesterday by postal inspectors on a 
charge of using the malls to defraud, 
and was released in $15,000 bail for 
j hearing on Sept. 15. 

It was estimated from figures taken 
from the statements of Winthrop Smith 
& Co., of 1,540 Broadway, of which Dr. 
Hirshberg was a partner, that nearly 
$1,000,000 had been accepted from per- 
sons who had answered the firm’s ad- 
vertisements. More conservative esti- 
mates were that the sum certainly would 
run into hundreds of thousands. ’ Dr. 

charges nite* 
him and said that his firm had met all 
its obligations. 

In addition to advertising that they 
would sell any kind of bond on the par- 
tial payment plan, while the purchaser 
drew interest on the entire principal 
from the start, the firm also advertised 
its participating syndicate, which, the 
investigators say, was a “ discretionary 
pool,’’ or ‘‘ blind pool.” Customers who, 
entrusted their money to the firm for 
investment at the discretion of the part- 
ners received the promise of profits 
ranging from 2 to 10 per cent. a month, 
The firm was to have 30 per cent. of 
the profits. 

The activities of the firm had been 
under investigation for several months 
by the Blue Sky Committee, Inc., of 
Baltimore, Md., the Better Business 
Bureau of 61 Broadway, the National 
Vigilance Committee of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs, as well as by the 
postal inspectors’ and several business 
men’s organizations in other cities. -The 
inspectors worked under the supervision 
of Jameg J. Doran, who directed the 
work in the soiution of the $2,000,000 
mail rebbery in this city. 


Doctor Arrested Thursday Night.

JACKSON, Cal., Sept. 8.—Hope for 
the forty-seven entombed Argonaut 
miners seems to have died complete- 
ly., The people of Jackson, with calm 
resignation, now await the removal 
of the bodies, since the very dis- 
couraging progress made during the 
last. twenty-four hours: in the at- 
tempts to reopen.old drifts leading to 
the lower levels of the Argonaut. 

Rescue crews emerged from the 
neighboring Kennedy shaft tonight 
after six hours~ of gruelling toil in 
knee-deep muck and slime, to re- 
port only fifteen feet of progress to- 
ward the Argonaut on the 3,600-foot’ 
level and twenty feet on the 8,900- 
foot level.

Cincinnati Dealer States He Has 
Agreed to Furnish Sufficient Supply |

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Sept. 8.—The 
boycott recently instituted by the port 
workers here against the Ward Line on 
account of a disagreement over the pay- 
mont of indemnity for the death of a 
worker on shipboard was ended today 
through the intervention of the Federal 
Government.

There was unusual activity among 
Eastern railway executives yesterday. 
Few could be found during the day at 
their offices. Reports persisted that 
were numerous conferences at 
which was discussed thé proposed plan 
to make separate agreements with the 
shop crafts brotherhoods in the event 
that the Policies Committee of the shop 
crafts unions should reverse its position 
at the meeting called for next Monday. 

It was also reported that S. Davies 
Warfield, President of the Seaboard 
Air Line, who is said to have conferred 


with B. M. Jewell, leader of the rail 
strike; in Baltimore a few days ago, as 
a result of which Mr. Jewell sent out 
the call for the Chicago meeting, had 
been in the city. This could not be con- 
firmed, and at Mr. Warfield’s office it 
was said that his associates did not 
know where he was, 

Much doubt was expressed also as to 
whether the unions would change their 
attitude on separate settlements, and a 
good deal of importance was attached 
tou Timothy Healy’s remark at the meet- 
ing of the Central Trades and Labor 
Council on Thursday night that the 
shopmen would not back down. It was 
also said that the strikers in the New 
York district had renewed their pledges 
not to leave the Western shopmen “ up 
in the air’’ by making separate settle- 
ments. Despite differences of opinion 
over the outcome of the Chicago meet- 
ing, the executives believe that a sharp 
break in the ranks of the strikers is 
near, because of the approach of Win- 
ter. It was predicted that the strike 
would collapse before the end of the 
month. Executives pointed out that so 


many roads had been able to recruit re- 
pair forces so heavily that many strikers 
were seeking jobs. 


Healy Negotiations 


At strike headquarters it was denied 
that Mr. Healy had been negotiating 
with individual heads of roads in this 
It was said that he had been in 
practically all day with 
David Willams, Secretary of the Cen- 
tral Strike Committee.

Milk deliveries were reported to. be 
from ean hour to an hour and a half

‘*Milk trains on the various roads 
are coming into New York from two™to 
five hours late,"’ he said. ‘‘Some of 
the New York Central trains are two 
hours late. New Haven and Lehigh 
trains are as much as five hours behind 
schedule, while Erie and Rutland milk 
trains have also been thrown off by the 
strike.’’ 

Recruiting Slows Up. 


Rerruiting of shop forces to replace 
strikers has dropped since the issuance 
of the injunction and the reported peace 
moves, it was sald at the offices of the 
Association of Railway Executives. On 
Wednesday 4,400 men were recruited for 
all roads in the country, which is 1,000 
below the average maintainéd last week. 

In their bulletin strikers asserted yes- 
terday that the equipment of the roads 
was constantly becoming more dilapi- 
dated, and that in some cases two or 
three engines were required to do the 
work formerly done by one. Not more 
than fifteen desertions had occurred in 
the ranks of thé Erie strikers, it was 
said, and the number of men on strike 
on Aug. 19 was reported as 4,182. The 
Erie strikers declared that the ‘“ Erie 
Railroad has not now and never had 75 
per cent. normal force.’’ 

The Big Four strikers reported: ‘ All 
trains are running late. They will be 
put to the acid test within a few days 
because nearly all the miners are back 
at work in the district.’’ R 


SURPLUS’ CARS DECREASING. 


Total 120,961 on Aug. 23, a Drop 
of 19,292 in Week. 

Surplus freight cars on Aug. 23 
amounted to 120,961, a decrease of 19,292 
cars, compared with the report of Aug. 
15. Surplus freight cars, as defined by 
the Car Service Division of the Amer- 
ican Railway Association, are those in 
good repair in excess of the number 
needed for the current movement, of 
freight. 


Of the total on Aug.’ 23, 96,405 were 
surplus coal cars. ThiS was & decrease 
of 15,116 since Aug. 15, while 8,237 were 
surplus box cars, a decrease within the 
same period of 2,216 cars. 

Surplus coke cars numbered 2,908, a 
decrease in slightly more than a week 
of 712, while there also was a decrease 
of 669 in the number of surplus stock 
cars, which totaled 4,680 cars. 

A review of the bad order car situa- 
tion by the association showed that 335,- 
575 cars, or 14.8 per cent. of the freight 
cars on line, were in nééd of repairs on 
Aug. 15, an increase of 10,992 cars over 
the total in bad ordér on July 1, when 
the shopmen’s strike began. On July 1 
there were $24,583 cars, or 14.3 per cent., 
in-bad order. As compared with Aug. 1, 
however, the Aug. 15 figure represented 
a decrease of 9,488 bad order cars. 

The total number of bad order freight 
cars on Aug. 15, 1922, was 46,865 less 
than the total in- need of repairs on 
Aug. 15, 1921, and 5,247 less than on 
Juge 1, 1922, at which times no strikes 
of Way employea were in progress,

EVICT FAYETTE STRIKERS. 


Hundreds of Familles Are Being 
Ousted From Mine Properties. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., Sept. 8 —Scores 
of- miners and their families, who for 
years have lived in the many little com- 
pany towns which dot the Fayette 
County coke field, /today were moving 
out under the direction of Sheriff I. I. 
Shaw and his deputies, the last move- 
ment of the employers to reclaim their 
property from the strikers. There was 
no disorder. 

More than 600 eviction notices had 
been issued by the prothonotary be- 
tween Monday morning and Thursday 
night, and in the first hour of business 


today twenty went out, with indications, 


the authorities said, that the total since 
the coal strike began would reach 3,500 
by the end of the week. 

When the H. C. Frick Coke Company 
posted its new wage scale on Aug. 24 
the strikers. had the option of returning 
to work within ten days or relinquish- 
ing company houses. There was no 
general back to the mines movement, it 
was stated, and the company went into 
court. The task imposed upon the Dep- 
uty Sheriffs included so many evictions 
and covered such a wide area that 
county officials said it could not be 
completed until next week, when, they 
declared, every miner who was not at 
work would find himself homeless. 

Operations in the region continued to 
increase, the W. J. Rainey Company 
announcing that two of its mines closed 
by the strike had reopened through a 
contract with an employment agency, 
which had agreed to man the mines, 


guard them and deliver the coal ready 
for shipment. 


TO CURB COAL PRICES. 


New Commission Meets Today to 
Decide on Procedure. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8.—The Penn- 
sylvania Fuel Commission will use its 
authority to prevent skyrocketifig of 
anthracite prices and to guard against 
speculation. To this end a meeting of 
commissioners and independent anthra- 
cite operators will be held tomorrow 
afternoon at the suggestion of Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover, 

‘“‘The commission is concerned in, and 
purposes to use not only its good offices, 
but its authority, to stabilize anthracite 
prices and to secure an equitable dis- 
tribution of coal,”’ said Chairman W. D. 


B. Ainey of the State commission, ‘‘ so 
that the needs of the householders can 
be provided for as speedily as mine 
operating conditions improve and pro- 
duction is had. 

“The matter of stabilizing prices Is 
much more complex than would appear 
at first blush. n connection with price 
adjustments, the Fuel Commission is 
giving serious consideration to the feasi- 
bility of establishiag a fair practice com- 
mittee. 

“* Before we reach a definite conclusion 
based on having all the facts before us, 
I desire to emphasize and urge the 
necessity that all operators shall see to 
it that coal does not pass through the 
hands of more than one selling agency 
and that the charges of that agency 
shall be reasonable for the services it 
performs.,”’ 

There, will be enough anthracite coal 
to meet the necessities of householders 
i they will carefully conserve it, Mr. 
Ainéy said today. 


ORDER ENGINES WITHDRAWN 


Inspectors Rule Out Some _ Erie 
Equipment—Road Stops Bonuses. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 8.—Federal 
inspectors, operating In Hornell during 
the past few days, have ordered several 
Erie engines withdrawn from the ser- 
vice, It became known here today. 
Robert W. Bull, spokesman of the 
Hornell Repair and Construction Com- 


pany, admitted that certain engines had 
been ordered off the road, but declared 
it was nothing unusual and that it was 
frequently done in ordinary times. 

Mr. Bull declined to comment on the 
result of the cutting of the pay of the 
non-union shopmen. A few days so 
the Erie announced that it would no 
longer pay premiums for workers and 
that the regular scale of the Labor 
Board-would prevail. As a result many 
of the men brought here since the strike 
started quit and returned home. Ac- 
cording to the strikers, the forees here 
were reduced to a mere handful. Mr. 
Bull declined to say what the results 
were. e 





$100,000 in Rewards on Dynamiters 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 8.—The Inter- 
national Railway Company today an- 
nounced offers of rewards totalling 
$100,000 for the conviction of perpetra- 
tors of dynamite outrages that have oc- 
curred on its lines since the carmen | 
struck.

The only difference between the newly 
published text and that of the Wash- 
ington resolution was the date upon 
which the shopmen were to be taken 
back. The Washington plan provided for 
their return on Sept. 1 instead of on 
Oct. 1, as in the newly furnished text; 
How far the Baltimore compromise dif- 
fers from the Washington resolution can 
only be conjectured, but as the latter 
was flatly rejected by Mr. Jewell and 
his committee it is likely that some 
changes have been made. 

According to one rail executive, the 
two.are not identical. He also stated 
that ‘the question of wages does not enter 
into the Baltimore agreement. It was 
also said that the question of seniority 
is not entirely cleared up, eVen under the 
Baltimore plan, and that it promises still 
to be a stumbling block.

HARDING AGAIN ASSAILED 


Vice President Woll Also Arraigns 
Daugherty and Wilkerson for 
Rall Injunction.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 8.—Re- 
sentment of organized labor against the 
Federal Government's course in the 
shopmen's strike appeared to be crystal- 
lizing here today in a movement to boom 
Senator Robert M. La Follette of Wis- 
consin for the Presidency in 1924. Lead- 
ers gathered here for the meeting of 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor, which opens to- 
morrow in the Hotel Ambassador, said 
they probably would discuss plans for 
supporting La Follette, who had long 
been regarded as a champion of orm 
ganized labor. 

Leaders made it clear, however, that 
it was not their intention to abandon 
the federation’s non-partisan policy by 
forming a new labor party to further 
La Follette’s candidacy, but would com- 


bine their forces to elect him on any 
ticket on which he might run. 

‘Senator La Follette would make a 
formidable candidate,’ said Matthew 
Woll, Vice President of the Federation, 
‘*I b@lieve he would rally the forces of 
labor to his support and sweep the coun- 
try.’’ 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Fed- 
eration, said: 

‘* Discussion of Senator La Follette’s 
eandidacy, I think, is a little premature, 
but let me say this: Bob La Follette is 
& great American.”’ 

Reports that !abor was considering a 
boom for La Follette threatened tonight 
to overshadow industrial questions. The 
council will consider formally requests 
from central labor bodies for a general 
strike in protest against the Daugherty 
rail injunction. 

As the Presidential election is still a 
long way off, union leaders, it was an- 
nounced, will definitely lay plans for a 
campaign this Fall to bring about the 
‘\ rejuvenation of Congress.’’ 

James O'Connell, President of the, 
Metal Trades Department of the Fed- 
ération, and leader of the Non-Partisan 
Political Campaign Committee, is ex- 
pected here early next week to discuss 
plans for the coming campaign. He will 
tour the country in the Fall elections on 
behalf of organized labor's candidates.

CABINET NOT MOVING; 
DAUGHERTY CRITICISED 


Labor Leaders Contend Attorney 
General Misused Appropriations 
in Obtaining Injunction.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—~It was made 
known today at the White House that 
the Administration was not “ officially ’’ 
taking any part in the latest efforts to 
bring about a settlement of the rail 
strike. The Cabinet discussed the coal 
situation for a short time today, 
it is understood, did not go into the 


details of the rail strikes. It was stated 
by a spokesman for the White House 
that the negotiations looking to a settle- 
ment were in the hands-of certain of 
the railway executives ard shop craft 
leaders, and that it would not be ad- 
viksablewfor Administration leaders to 
offer any opinion as to what the out- 
fcome of the efforts might be. 

The President, however, is being kept 
advised of each move in the négotla- 
tions. . The intimation was given that 
there was no intention on the part of 
the Administration leaders to take fur- 
ther steps at this time, hoping that an 
agreement shortly would be réached. 

In the meantime there was much com- 
ment in labor circles here concerning 
the injunction obtained by Attorney 
General Daugherty in the Federal Court 
at Chicago.

If the Attorney General employed

FIRES AT ELYSEE CAR, 
SEEKING MILLERAND 


Salem, Egyptian Student, Seized 
After Wild Shot—President 
Was Absent. 


PARIS, Sept. 8 (Associated Press).— 
Georges Salem, an Egyptian student, 
fired a shot at an automobile in front 
of the Palace of the Elysée today, be- 
lieving the car to be President Mille- 
rand’s. ‘The shot went wild. 

President Millerand was at his coun- 
try residence at Rambouillet at the 
time. 

Salem, who is 19 years old, was 
seized by a guard as he fired. He 
collapsed, falling as if in a faint, ap- 
parently thinking that he had been shot, 

Carrying a small brown satchel Salem 
went to the Elysée and asked for 
President Millerand, telling the guard 
who questioned him that he had a letter 
for the President. Noting a somewhat 
dazed look in Salem’s face the guard 
| suspected that he was mentally unbal- 
anced and took the letter, promising to 
| deliver it to the President personaily. 

At this the youth suddenly inquired 
if the President’s carriage had left the 
palace, apparently not knowing that M. 
Millerand was at Rambouillet. The 
guard unthinkingly replied that the 
automobile had just left. - 

Salem then quickly drew a small re- 
| volver of an obsolete type and fired 
| point blank at a car that happened to 
| be in the front drjveway of the Elysée. 
At the same instant the guard seized 
his arm violently and he eoltepsed. 

The young Egyptian had a passport 
issued by the French Legation in Cairo. 
He denied intending to shoot the Pres!- 
dent. He said- he had written to M. 
| Millerand for money when he failed to 
receive funds from his Egyptian rela- 
tives, but as the President did not reply 
jhe had gone to the palace intending to 
commit suicide in the presence of the 
Presideht as a form of protest against 
M. Millerand’s ‘‘ indifference.”’ 





Yesterday’s incident at the Palace of 
the Elysée was the second one this year 
in which an automobile believed to be 
earrying the President of the French 
republic has been fired upon.

Woman Writer Declares Irregulars 
Seek to Hide True Situation— 
Curfew Reauces Drinking. 


The Cunarder Carmania arrived yes- 
terday from Liverpool via Queenstown 
with 984. passengers, several of whom 
saw the fighting in Dublin and the blow- 
ing up.of the Four Courts building. 

Ralph Crimmins,, who returned with 
his wife after spending the Summer in 
Ireland, said he was a mile away when 
the Four Courts building was destroyed. 
Bundles of papers fell where he was 
standing and fragments were blown a 
mile beyond him, he said. 

‘“‘ The Free Staters will win out,”’ said 
Mr. Crimmins,. ‘‘ They have got the pick 
of the soldiers from such disbanded 
frish regiments as the Connaught 
Rangers and thé Dublin Fusiliers. There 
is much disorder in the South of Ire- 
land. Even in Dublin people are stopped 
and questioned every few yards. But, 
although their uniforms are ragged, the 
soldiers are courteous. 

‘The hope of restoring peace lies with 
the new Civic Guard, largely recruited 
from the old Royal Irish Constabulary, 
known for more than half a century 
for its efficiency. All the police bar- 
racks in cities, towns and villages have 
been destroyed. Railroads have been 
torn up and bridges destroyed in every 
direction. 

‘“* However, a bridge may be blown 
up today and be in repair within twen- 
ty-four hours, because the irregulars 
do not really know how to blow up a 
bridge. It takes an army engineer to 
do that. 

‘‘There is no communication between 
Dublin and Cork except by sea. It is 
also difficult to enter Ulster from Dub- 
lin or to cross the frontier into the 
Free State territory coming from Bel- 
fast, where shooting still continues.

MOSCOW HEARS CHINA 
‘FAVORS RECOGNITION 


Pravda Reports That Resolation 
-Has Been Introduced. in — 
Peking Parliament. ,

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MOSCOW, Sept. 7.—A resolution de- 
manding recognition of thé Soviet Gov- 
ernment has been introduced in the 
Chinese Parlianfent, states a Peking 
telegram featured in the Pravda today. 
The document, apparently not drawn 


up by the Communist element, puts the 
case for recognition on the grounds of 
common sense and experience. 

The three principal reasons advanced 
are: First, the Soviet Government, now 
established five years, has made good 
its claim to be considered as the v- 
ernment of: Russia and that Russia is 
China’s most important neighbor, and 
it is essential for the well-being of both 
countries. that they live on friendly 
terms. Second, the Soviet Government 
has given practical proofs of friendship 
by throwing overboard all treaties and 
agreements forced on China by the Gov- 
ernment of the Czar with the purpose 
and effect of placing Russia in a posi- 
tion of suzerainty over China. Third, 
the Soviets have shown a willingness to 
conclude a trade agreement with China 
on the terms of involving no infringe- 
ment of the latter’s sovereignty and 
exhibiting no symptoms of political or 
territorial aggression. These negotiations 
were interrupted but are expected to be 
immediately resumed. The | dispatch 
concludes with the suggestion that rec- 
ognition be speedily voted by China. 

his news follows the recent visit of 
the Russian-—delegation to the Russo- 
Japanese conference in the Chinese 
capital, where they received a warm 
welcome, among others, from the new 
Foreign Minister of China, Wellington 
Koo. Its chief interest Hes in the fact 
that the Soviet Government is develop- 
ing a clear-cut Asiatic policy which 
may be summed up in the phrase ‘‘ Asia 
for Asiatics.’’ The formation of a Far 
Eastern republic, distinct from and 
semi-independent of the central Russian 
Government, is the Soviets’ answer to 
the charge, ‘‘ How can Russia say that 
when she herself has vast possessions in 
Asia?” In her European policy Russia 
is fumbling between the Statecraft of 
Russian national interests and devotion 
to the vision of a world social revolu- 
tion. But Russia now realizes that 
Asia is not ripe for Socialism, and,the 
Moscow-controlled activities ‘of Asiatic 
Communists are being directed along 
nationalist rather than socialist lines.

Nothing more vividly illuminates the 


crazily abnormal conditions developing 


in.Germany. The German term “ Schlem- 
mer’ is inadequately translated by 
*“gourmet” or “epicure.” The Govern- 
ment’s definition of ,a high liver (for 
purposes of taxation) is one who con- 
sumes “a big bill for food or drink, or 
both, in one place. 
Which exceeds a very modest maximum, 
The amount of the tax is to be fixed by 
each municipality and may be revised 
from time to time as the value @f the 
paper mark changes. 

The Government strongly advises all 
cities having 100,000 or more inhabitants / 
end all other places having the character 
of baths or “cures” 
living tax into effect, each municipality 
to fix the amount of the maximum tax- 
free waiter’s check according to local 
conditions. For Berlin today the Indus- 
trial Minister suggests from 300 to 400 
marks. This would mean that anybody 
who ate or drank more than 30 cents’ 


worth at one sitting—or standing—in | 
any public place of entertainment would | 


be mulcted the amount of his check for| 


the municipal tax. 

The Government’s course of reasoning | 
is as follows: 

First, it argues that “anybody who 
can spend more than such maximum 
@mount for food, drink or entertainment | 
can certainly afford to contribute an 
@qual amounk.to the municipalities to | 
be used for feeding the poor. 

Secondly, the argument is advanced | 
that “big bills are chiefly run up in| 
luxurious hotels, restaurants, bars and| 
night-life places,” and that ‘‘in a time| 
of increasing general need and hardship | 
such extravagance for food and drink | 
constitutes a standing provocation of 
the poorer classes.’’ It will be recalled! 
that only recently the Control Commis- | 
sion of the Berlin Business Council made| 
strong representations to the Wirth Govy-| 
ernment to close all luxury restaurants, 
bars and all other places providing ex-| 
travagant entertainments.

Will Not Join in League Work 


While America Keeps Out. 


LIMA, Sept. 8 (Associated Press).— 
Peru does not intend to participate any 
further in the work of the League of 
Nations and wiil reconsider her decision 
only in case the United States decides 
to join the League. 

This statement was made by Foreign 
Minister Salomon today concerning 
Peru’s failure to send delegates to the 
present Assembly of the League. 

‘* Peru did not name delegates to the 
present Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions,’’ the Foreign Minister said, ‘‘ nor 
had it any Intention of naming any. 
Neither does it intend to name dele- 
gates in the future, since it considers | 


that the League lost all its efficacy 
when the United States manifested its 
decision not to form a part of it. Peru 
will reconsider its attitude only in case 
the United States should decide to join 
the League.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (Associated 
Press).—The statement from Lima that 
Peru is to participate no further in the 
work of the League of Nations caused 
a deep impression in Latin-American 
circles here. Concern was expressed 
lest the step had been decided upon, in 
part, at least, through the election of 
Sefior Edwards of Chile to the Presi- 
dency of tne Geneva Assembly and was 
a reflection of sentiment between the 
two countries. 

It was generally .agreed that such a

Federal agents who took part ‘in the 
}raid in the Hotel Longacre in Forty- 
| seventh Street, just off Broadway, 
Thursday night, said yesterday that they 
believed that Charles- “Rogers, alleged 
leader of the drug ring who was: arrested 
with seven others at the hotel, might 
be the mysterious Charley Ross who 
as said to have witnessed the killing 
of Clarence Peters by Walter S.. Ward 
on a lonely road in Westchester County 
last May. } 

The agents admitted that it was only 
a gucss based upon a line of deduc- 
tion. It is said that Ward of Palmer 
S. Tubbs, his assistant at. the offfke 
of the Ward Baking Company, who is 
also alleged to have seen Ross, may 
clear up the matter today by a visit 
to the Tombs prison, where, Rogers. is 
| confined. rey ‘ 

After Rogers had been arraigned 
yesterday before United States Commis- 
sioner Hitchcock and held in $10,000 bail 
on a charge of conspiracy to violate the 
Harrison Narcotic law, private detec- 
|; tives said to be employed by the West- 
chester authorities appeared at the Fed- 
eral Building. They talked with Ralph 
| Oyler, chief of the narcotic division, 
{who planned the raid, and with Abra- 
bam I, Menin and Moses Polakoff, as- 
sistant United States District Attorneys 
who accompanied t raiding parties. 
| Later Samuel Miller, from the office of 
|Rabenold and Scribner, Ward's at- 
|torneys, went to Mr. Menin’s office. 


Asked Federal Aid. 


‘He asked me if the Federal authori- 
| ties’ would assist in investigating the 
|report that Biogers and Charley Ross 
|might be one and the~same person,” 
|}said Mr. Menin. ‘‘ I told Mr. Miller that 
|the Government would do everything in 
|its power to help. Personally, I haven’t 
the faintest idea as to whether Rogers 
lis Ross or not. I also met two gentle- 
men who, I understand, were acting for 
| Westchester County, but I don’t even 
{recall their names,’’ 

} An agent who said that he had fol- 
\lowed the Ward case closely thought 
that it was possible Rogers might be 
Ross. 

‘*Here is how I figure it out,’ he

Not a Movie Actress. 


Miss Thornton lives at 514 West 136th 
Street, Manhattan, with her grandpar- 
ents. She is pretty and well dressed 
and is not. a motion picture actress, as 
some reports have had her, but a filing 


clerk in a downtown business house. Her 
name first came into the case in Cline’s 
statement to the prosecutor, in which 
Cline revealed her presence in the nouse

Cline’ was indicted on his own state- 
ment, in which be said he shot Bergen 
after the latter had agreed to accom- 
pany him upstairs and fight a duel in 
the.dark following his admission of in- 
timacy with Mrs. Cline. According to 
Clifie, “Re gave Bergen a revolver, and 
was-just turning out the light when he 
Saw Bergen aiming at him. Then, said 
Cline, he sprang upon Bergen and tried 
to take the pistol away from him, and 
the wéapon went off while the two men 
were struggling for its possession.

Metropolitan Champion Beats 
Bobby Jones, 8 and 7, in Ama- 
teur Golf Championship. 


WESTERNER WINS. EASILY 


Crushes Rudy Knepper by 11 and 9 
In Other Semi-Final Match 
on Brookline Links.

BROOKLINE, Mass., Sept. 8.—A vet- 
@ran, as veterans go in the game of 
golf, worldly wise in the ways of the 
royal and ancient pastime, tested and 
tried in battle, anda comparative 
youngster will meet~on the! historic 

, links of The Country Club tomorrow to 
decide who is ‘to wear the amateur 
championship crown - of. the United 
States Golf Association for the year 
1922. 

The veteran,is Chick Evans of Edge- 
water, Ill., who today gained a place 
in the finals of the national amateur 
golf championship for the fourth time 
since his career began thirteen years 
ago by overwhelming his fellow West- 
erner, Rudy Knepper, of Sioux City, 
Iowa, by ll’and 9. The youngster is 
Jesse Sweetser of Siwanoy who, playing 
in his third championship test, fought 
this way into the finals by crushing the 
aspirations of no less formidable a shot 
maker than Bobby Jones of Atlanta, 
Ga. Sweetser’s margin over the South- 
erner was almost as decisive as was 
Evans’s, for it was 8 and 7. 

Thus ended ‘two of the most_ lop- 
ided semi-finals that have been played 

the national championship for many 
@. year, and thus also, for the first 
time ‘since 1915, the metropolitan dis- 
trict has succeeded in getting. one of 
its Knights of the Niblick into ~the 
final match. Peculiarly enough, its 
champion and its hope, Sweetser, hails 
from the same golf organization as 
Johnny Anderson, who was a finalist at 
Detroit seven years ago. _ 

Evans’s. victory over Knepper was 
generally regarded as almost a foregone 
conclusion, inasmuch as the pair had 
met on innumerable occasions before, 
especially in the Western amateur, and 
never once has the Iowan succeeded in 
Overturning the Chicagoan. What was 
unexpected was the one-sidedness of the 
affair, especially after the wonderful 
showing made by the Princeton senior 
in his matches against Torrence, Ouimet 
and Tolley, three king pins whom he 
bowled over with comparative ease .on 
the first three days. 


Sweetser’s Victory Decisive. 
Sweetser’s defeat of Jones, especially 
fts decisiveness, was a distinct surprise, 


even to the former intercollegiate 
champion's fondest aamirers arid 
staunchest supporters. To crush com- 

letely a golfer of the calibre of Jones 

y 8 and 7 was to do something that 
no one would have dreamed possible 
until Sweetzer actually accomplished it 
today. 

In doing it the metropolitan youngster 
became a machine that would have 
crushed any opponent just as itt did 
Jones. Sweetser was inspired, perform- 
ing miracles. Jones was the same bril- 
liant player as always, shooting golf that 
would have won the- majority of 
matches, but, golf that dwindled into 
mediocrity as compared with the un- 
canny game of the New Yorker.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8.—The lead- 
ing tennis players of four continents 
| who are met at the Germantown Cricket 
Club in Manheim for the national ten-

rounds of the tournament today without 
mishap. . 

The winners included William T. Til- 
den 2d of Philadelphia, champion of this 
country and the foremost player in the 
world; | William M. Johnston of San 
Francisco, former champion and’ Til- 
den's leading rival for the year’s honors 
in singles; Richard Norris Williams 2d 
of Boston, Vincent Richards of Yonkers, 
Gerald L. Patterson, Pat O’Hara and 
James O. Anderson of Australia, Manuel 
Alonso and his brother, José M. Alonso, 
of Spain; Zengo Shimizu of Japan, Wal- 
lace F. Johnson, Willis E. Davis,, Wat- 
son Washburn, the Kensey brothers, 
Francis T. Hunter, Lucien E, Williams 
and other leading players of this coun- 
try. 

In the. whole day's play, which started 
at 10 in the morning, there was no 
single upset, Form ruled in all cases. 
The closest approach to a \reversal was” 
when Fred C. Anderson of Brooklyn, 
one of the best metropolitan players, 
took the first two sets. of his match 
with José M. Alonso, brother of the 
Spanish ace, and came close to taking 
the fourth and fifth sets as well. Yet 
this would have been ho. tremendous 
upset. Anderson is an excellent player 
and Alonso makes no claims to being 
the equal of his brother.

Anderson's Errors Costly. 


José Alonso has. many of Manuel's 
mannerisms in his play. ‘There are al- 
most as many wasted motions in his 
service. He applies very nearly the same 
energy to every rally. He is less brill- 
iant than his brother, but always capa- 
ble of bringing off an electrifying shot. 
He was steady against Anderson,’ but 
the latter had largely himself to blame 
for his misfortunes at critical moments. 
The Brooklynite made the most sensa- 
tional pull-up of the day, when, trailing 
at 0—5 in the fifth set of his match with 
Alonso, he drew level at 5-all. He played 
magnificently all through this rally, 
but the big effort seemed to cost him 
his steadiness. At any rate he made 
errors on shots that should have been 
easy for him in the eleventh and twelfth 
games of the fifth set and thus blew 
the match. 

Anderson did his most effective shoot- 
ing at the net, where he clearly out- 
played the Spaniard excepting in a few 
highly important rallies. The Spaniard’s 
ground strokes had good length and 
pace. His control was generally reli- 
able. But Anderson might have won 
against him had he not netted need- 
lessly on easy volleys at important mo- 
ments. The American had the aggres- 
sive game to beat the Spaniard, but did 
not have it completely enough under 
control. The jscores in José Alonso's 
favor were 3—6, 3-6, 6—1, T—5, 7—5. The 
Spaniard used a steel racquet of the 
kind invented by former champion 
Larned and seemed to get a free and 
effective swing with it. 

The other most sensational match of 
the day on the centre courts was won 
by Willis E. Davis of San Francisco 
from Nathaniel W. Niles of the Long- 
wood Cricket Club, Boston, by scores 
of 2—6, 6—3, 2—6, 6-3, 6—4. This was a 
battle between a player who relies 
wholly upon speed of service and hard 
overhead hitting against one who is de- 
pendent upon his court-covering ability 
and. excellent control of his: attacking 
shots off the ground. Davis was better 
able than he has been in some of his 
other matches this Summer to: combine 
accuracy with his speed, end that was 
why he won. , 

Johnston drew a first round bye and 
met Craig Biddle, the Philadelphia vet- 
eran, in the second round. The Cali- 
fornian was fontent. to run along easily 
and keep the ball in play until. Biddle 
made errors. But on the few ea es 
when Johnston wanted to open the 
speed clutch, he demonstrated that he 
will be a hard man for anybody to beat 
and that even Tilden himself has no 
more than an equal chance of downing 
him. Johnston has never been in better 
form in his career than he is at present, 
and his supporters are rejoicing that 
where, last season, he was heavily 
handicapped by poor health, he is at 
present as physically fit as ever he was 
when he won his two national cham- 
pionships. .

Ebbets Field Must Increase Ticket 
Accommodations—May Hold 
Two Shows Next Week. 


Chairman William “Muldoon of the 
State Athletic Commission yesterday re- 
iterated his opposition to a return bout 
between Jack Dempsey, world’s heavy- 
weight champion, ‘and Bill Brennan, 
Chicago heavyweight; in a ‘conferente 
with the champion, Jack Kéarns, man- 
ager of Dempsey, and Dan McKetrick, 
Kearn’s Eastern representative. The 
eonference followed a meeting of the 
State Athletic Commission; at which a 
rule was adopted making it compulsory 
for boxers of obscure reputation, who are 


signed for bouts under the ‘Commission's 
jurisdiction, to train publicly for at 
least two weeks in advance of the bout. 
The Commission &lso continued the sus- 
pension of the Ebbets-McKeever Com- 
pany, operating as a boxing club at Eb- 
bets Field, Brooklyn, thus forcing a can- 
cellation of the bout between Willle 
Jackson and Sid Marks which the club 
had announced for last night. 

Chairman Muldoon stated after his 
conference with Dempsey, Kearns and 
McKetrick, that Kearns complained to 
the commission that Dermpsey was not 
being accorded fair treatment in the 
matter. of matches. Kearns, Chairman 
Muldoon said, pointed to bouts in which 
Harry Wills, Dempsey’s negro chal- 
lenger, was permitted to engage, and 
‘compared the Wills matches with con- 
tests in which Dempsey was prevented 
from appearing. 

‘“‘Kearns asked for the privilege of 
closing negotiations for a return match 
between Dempsey ‘and Brennan, but I 
would not consent to such a bout,’’ said 
Chairman Muldoon. ‘‘I told Kearns 
that if the Velodrome or Madison Square 
Garden or any other club wanted to pro- 
mote a match for Dempsey, first to ar- 
range a bout between two capable 
heavyweights to determine an ‘opponent 
for the champion. If Brennan defeated 
some good rival, Brennan would qualify,» 
I informed Kearns. Kearns told. me 
that he thought Brennan the only sutft- 
able white opponent for Dempsey right 
now. That, however, is merely what 
Kearns says. I hold my own opinion on 
that. If Brennan is the best man, let 
hia it by beating some worthy 
rival. 


Wants to Help Champion. 


‘“*I Impressed on Kearns that I was 
not, trying to keep Dempsey from znak- 
ing money. On the contrary, I would 
be glad to help the champion. But the 


unfortunate part of it is that there is 
no single match of any Kearns stg- 
gested which appears justified, in my 
opinion. I insisted that if Brennan 
wants a return bout he must qualify 
for it in the accepted method, by beat- 
ing some capabie rival. 

““My opinion was sought on the atti- 
tude of the commission toward a bout 
between Wills and Jack Thompson, a 
sparring partner of Dempsey’s. I was 
asked if such a match was possible. My 
answer was that such a match, if made, 
would come before the cammission 
through some promoter, and then the 
ee would make known its atti- 
tude.”’ 

The _ rulin coma boxers with 
whom the Commission is not famillar 
or who are not well known, td train in 
the vicinity of their scheduled bouts in 
this State, came as an outgrowth of 
the recent Harry Wills-Tut Jackson bout 
at Ebbet's Field. Jackson, on that occa- 
sion, was found to be far short of the 
complimentary record claimed for him 
in advance accounts of his prowness. By 
making it compulsory for out-of-town 
boxers of little’reputation to train pub- 
licly two weeks or more in advance of 
a bout, the Commission provides an op- 
pg tie for inspection of the boxer by 
a commission representative, critics and 
the boxing public generally. In this 
way, it is_hoped to preclude a repeti- 
tion of the Tut Jackson situation. 

The hearing on the suspension of the 
Ebbets Field boxing license ended with 
the suspension still !n force and to be 
continued until mext Monday. It had 
been announced by the Ebbets Field of- 
ficials that the club had been restored 
to good standing and that the postponed 
bouts of last Wednesday night would 
be conducted last nignt. This was found 
to be erroneous. Chairman Muldoon an- 
nounced that the club’# suspension would 
end in time to permit of holding the 
Johnny Buff-Pancho Villa flyweight 
bout next Tuesday night. The commis- 
sion extended to Ebbets Field the privi- 
lege of oe last Wednesday night’s 
card intact, and promised the club offi- 
cials permission to hold their bouts next 
Thursday night. Under this arrange- 
ment, if the club elects, there will be 
two shows next week at Ebbets Field. 


Club Must Increase 


One of the conditions of the club’s 
restoration to good standing, which was 
demanded by Chairman Muldoon, was 


an increase in the club’s general admis- 
sion accommodations: It was because of 
alleged mismanagement in the ‘sale of 
admission tickets that the organization 
was suspended. Chairman Muldoon 
specified, in consenting to restoring to 
the club the privilege of holding bouts, 
that the general admission accommoda- 
tions in future must total about 4,000, 
instead of 1,600 as was the capacity in 
the past. Further than this, Chairman 
Muldoon insisted upon the installation 
of four. or five admission ticket booths 
in order expeditiously to handle the 
applications for these tickets. This order 
means that practically the entire upper 
section of the club’s concrete stand will 
be open for general admission prices. 

Chairman Muldoon took occasion to 
declare that he would not'revise the con- 
ditions under which ¥ bout. between 
Jack Dempsey and Harry Wills is pas- 
sible in this State. Publication of a 
proposal by John M. O’Connor, -Presi- 
dent of the Republic ‘A. C., to hold the 
bout at the Polo Grounds) with certain 
modifications of Chairman Muldoon’s 
conditions, prompted the commission 
leader’s reiteration of his original plan. 
Under O’Connor’s lan, 30,000 seats 
would be made available at the Polo 
Grounds, where the seating capacity will 
be 380,265, at $5 or under. -Chairman 
Muldoon insisted in his conditions that 
at least 40,000 seats of a. club with a 
eapacity for a crowd of 100,000 be sold 
at general admission prices.

The active fight to’ get Phil. Douglas, 
banished pitcher, back into the ranks of, 
organized baseball, which was interrupt- 
ed temporaily because of the illness of 
the former star of the Giants’ pitching 
staff, is about to be resumed. Edward 
Lauterbach, attorney for Douglas, de- 
clared yestarday that he has practically 
his collection of important 
evidence bearing on the case and that a 
mass of documents will be forwarded to 
ithe offices of Commissioner K. M. Landis 
\in Chicago within the next few days. 

“have succeeded in gathering -some } sm 
important évidence in the case,’’ sald 
Mr. Lauterbach at his Yonkers office 
yesterday afiernoon,: ‘‘and I am pre- 
paring to send it to Judge Landis within 
| the next few days. I have been devoting 
ja lot of tim: tu the case lately and have 
| had several conferences with Douglas. 
| Much of the important evidence that I 
have gathered is from various doctors 
who testify as to the condition of Doug- 
las at the time he wrote the letter to 
Leslie Mann that brought about his dis- 
missal from organized baseball. These 
| affidavits, as welt us others from impor- 

tant persons connected with the case, 
| will show that Douglas was not in his 
| proper senses when he wrote the letter. 

‘Our main purpose in asking. a re- 
hearing of the case before Judge Landis 
is to have Douglas restored to good 
standing in organized baseball. How- 
ever, if we are unsuccessful in that, we 
will seek a mitisation of the drastic pen- 
alty imposed on him. We want his name 
cleared of any connection with crime or 
criminal intent, so that, if he is not al- 
lowed to join a team in organized base- 
ball, at lueast he will not be prevented 
from earning the livelihood to which he 
is entitled by ineans of his skill as a 
pitcher. Many semi-professional pro- 
moters will. gladly bid for his services 
{if his name is cleared, but they are un- 
able to do so now because most of the 
bilayers on semi-pro teams are unwilling 
to take part in a game with Douglas on 
the ground that their.standing would be 

| impaired should they get the opportunity 
{ to sign with teams in organized baseball. 
‘ Of course, we are making no conten- 

tion that Douglas did not write the letter 
that caused his dismissal from the 

Giants, but we believe that all the cir- 

cumstantes surrounding the case ought 

to bé taken into consideration and that 
when these are brought to the attention 
of Judge Landis the Commissioner will 
be convinced that Douglas wag not in his 
right senses at the time and that he had 
no criminal intent. I will ask Judge 
| Landis in the communication that I am 
| now preparing to give the matter his 
immediate attention’

AIRPLANE ACCIDENTS. 


If there were a good Federal aviation 
law, such shocking accidents as that 
at the Rutland Fair, in which Lieuten- 
ant Mayrnarp, Lieutenant Woop and 
CHARLES MIONETTE, a mechanic, lost 
their lives, would seldom occur. AS 
Lieutenant MaYNarp,. the pilot, was 
an expert aviator with several years 
of experience in France and in this 
country, the presumption is that his 
engine went wrong, either because it 
had been used so much as to be unsafe 
or from want of the thorough inspec- 
tion whieh _a Federal law would re- 
quire. It is to be feared that much 
flying makes the best of aviators over- 
confident. This seems to be particu- 
larly the case when they give exhibi- 
tions over fair grounds. A motor that 
has worked satisfactorily in many 
ascents is assumed to be accident- 
proof when a close examination might 
reveal defects. Unfortunately there is 
no real regulation of flying outside of 
the army and navy, the Post Office 
Department, and those commercial 
companies that make a business of 
carrying passengers over advertised 
routes. 

It was calculated in August that 
1,400 airplanes were being operated 
for passenger and freight transporta- 
tion in the United States. This esti- 
mate may be suppdésed to include ex- 
hibition planes used at fairs and the 
Summer resorts. Any one who can 
command the purchase price may ac- 
quire a plane and operate it for pleas- 
ure or profit. Many second-hand ma- 
chines are sold to speculators who 
want to turn an “ honest penny ’’ by 
offering their services to the first 
comer. Managers of fairs succumb to 
the temptation to engage aviators 
without looking into their qualifica- 
tions. No license is required of these 
speculative operators and there is no 
guarantee that their machines are 
sound. While accidents in the well- 
regulated Post Office service are infre- 
quent, there are many needless fatal- 
ities in the course of the year among 
unattached aviators and their patrons 
—needless because there is no ade- 
quate inspection and the operators are 
not under the necessity of proving 
their skill and experience. It seems 
preposterous that an éxdmination is 
not required of them when the driver 
of an automobile cannot get a license 
until he satisfies the State Motor De- 
partment that he is competent. 


THE WAY OUT AT ATHENS. 


The Greek Ministry has resigned. 
Apparently, when tHe seriousness of 
the defeat in Anatolia was first recog- 
nized, the Premier and his colleagues 
looked around and picked out the 
nearest exit. According to all specu- 
lations on Near Eastern politics, that 
was afforded by Srerciapes, Governor 
of Smyrna, and the only Venizelist 
sympathizer retained in high office 
after the return of CoNSTANTINE. Ever 
since the failure of the campaign

there has been talk of a transition 
Ministry which should ease the shift- 
ing of power from GOUNARES and other 
members of the Constantinist group to 
VENIZELOS. But it may be that the 
royalists are not yet ready to let go 
their power; as it is certain that 
Steraives has enough on his hands 
in Smyrna just now. 

So KALOGEROPOULOS, Premier in the 
Spring of 1921, has been asked to 
form a new Ministry. It may be of 
interest to recall the steps by which 
the present ruling parties came back 
to power after the election of Nov. 14, 
1920, which turned out VENIZELOs. 
First the aged former Premier 
RHALLES took over the Government, 
and under him CoNsTAaNTINE retyrned. 
With the call for the Near Eastern 
conference in London in March, 1921, 
where a vain effort was made to har- 
monize Greek and Turkish, English | 
and French interests, a younger and 
more vigorous man, more closely con- 
nected with the ruling groups, was 
needed, Gowunares, the head and cen- 
tre of the anti-Venizelist extremists, 
was the logical man; but he was in 
great disfavor in England, and still } 
more so in France. Hence Ka.ocr- 


OPOULOS, who had been Finance Min- 
ister under RHALLES, took over the 
direction of the Government, with 
GouNaREsS at his side as Minister of 
War. After the failure of the London 
conference the Greek delegates went 
home and decided to try to fight it 
out, and when this happened the lead- 
ership of the Government was trans- 
fetred to GouNaRES in form as well As’ 
in fact. 

‘The campaign of 1921 was by no 
means a piece of reckless folly, and 
it came near attaining at least so 
much success as would be implied by 
the capture of Angora, But in the 
end it failed, and since then things 
have been getting worse in Greece. 
Gounares had to give up the Premier- 
ship last Spring, but was ‘able to pre- 
vent the formation of a Govornnjent 
in any sense hostile to - him, Under 
PROTOPAPADAKES he has silll been the 
leading man of Greece rHoxt to the 
King, But how a chango la nécos- 
sary, and KavLoamropoutos, the last 
step but one in the series that brought 


Gounargs to power, is the first step | 
on the way out. It is too early to 
predict the return of VENIzeELos, for 
today, as twenty-four centuries ago, 
there are apparently Greeks who 
would rather be ruined under a man 
of their own party than win under 
another. But Venizelist Generals have 
been welcomed in Smyrna; for the 
present danger fs a danger to the 
whole nation and. not to any one 
party. 
The exact situation is not clear. The 
Father of Lies would be quite at 
home in Constantinople, and equally 
pleased with the sort of Near Eastern 
‘news’ that is given out in Paris. 
For example, Constantinople has 
‘* confirmed ’’ the reports that:Mus- 
TAPHA KEMAL’S army numbers 
850,000 men. If that is true, then

LEB LE ORD ETL IMME OTTO 
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“MYTH” OF A GENERAL STRIKE. 

Mr. GompPrers knew all along, of 
course, that a general strike is im- 
possible, and even if it were possible 
he would be the last of all labor lead- 
ers to invoke it. But he received 
multitudinous letters calling for a gen- 
eral strike and shrewdly made use of 
that fact. The idea, however, was 
something a little more serious to 
those who conceived it. When W. Z. 
Foster wrote his ‘“ Syndicalism ’’ he 
believed in it, or said he did. He 
acknowledged that the strikers them- 
selves would be the first and worst 
sufferers from the deprivation of fuel 
and food, but said that by seizing 
shops and warehouses they would be 
able to resume production and distri- 
bution under a new and better order. 
3ut the great champion, philosopher 
and—eventually—critic of syndicalism 
had no-such illusion. GEORGES SOREL 
was an engineer who had made him- 
self financially independent before he 
gave his leisure to radicalism. Keenly 
as he felt the need of a new social 
and economic order, he knew the limi- | 
tations of the workman. To him the | 
general strike was quite the contrary 
of a feasible program—what in his 
“ Reflexions la Violence’’ he 
called a ‘‘ social myth.” Though he 
regarded it as essential to the syn- 
dicalist propaganda, he knew@ that 
nothing could be more fatal to the 
cause than to make a periodical test

SoREL did not believe in democracy, 
and made a mock of equality. Syn- 
dicalism is anarchism “ possibilized ”’; 
its goal is not democracy, but a thing 
which Soret conceived as its opposite 
and negation, liberty—a world in 
which ability rises inevitably to leader- 
ship. That is not to be easily or 
speedily achieved, but SorEL valued 
the myth of the general strike as a 
means of inspiring of 
workmen and solidifying their ranks— 
or he did so until his acute mind tired 
of syndicalist dreams. 

It may be noted that President 
Lewis of the Mine Workers has little 
interest in the general strike. He is 
dealing not in myths but in realities. A 
famine in coal was quite enough for 
his purpose—merely the threat of a 
fireless Winter. He is not at all 
mythical, and is distressingly unsocial.

DRAWN-OUT “ HEARINGS.” 


The Board of Estimate announces 
hearings on the Mayor's $600,000,000 
subway plan, to be prolonged = all 
through the political campaign. Cu- 
rfously, the Mayor's home borough, 
one of the city’s most populous, fs far 
down-on the list). The Transit Com- 
mission is even more above suspicion 
of playing .politics than the Mayor, 
and it urges the corresponding route 
in its plan for immediate execution. 
The boroughs across the East River 
imperatively need routes parallejing 
the north and south routes in Man- 
hattan. The physical differences be- 
tween the routes of the Mayor and 
the commission are less than the dif- 
ferences in the methods of setting 
about construction. The Transit Com- 
mission proposes a small and imme- 
diate expenditure for the extension of 
existing lines. The Mayor would give 
transit relief to Brooklyn and Queens 
only tardily, awaiting disintegration of 
the system which the Transit Com- 
mission intends to strengthen and 
enlarge. \ 

Recapture of the routes necessary 
for the Mayor’s plan is possible only 
after years of délay, and in the back- 
ground will lie the immense diffi- 
culty of financing. Plainly, a part of 
the Mayor's hope that his scheme will 
prove popular lies in its requiring the 
expenditure of many millions through 
many years. But it can hardly be 
popular in Brooklyn indefinitely to 
postpone its hopes, Much the same 
must be true of the Mayor's placing of 
the Brooklyn-Richmond tunnel at the 
bottom of his list. Those who build 
subways quickly and cheaply give 
double reli In that respect the 
Transit C fdssion’s plan is far su- 


perior to the Mayor’s, and will partic- 
ularly commend itself to the residents 
in Brooklyn and Richmond.

If so, it would, of 
course, be impossible to grove that they 
are wrong; as proof, in a_ scientific 
sense, cannot be applied to questions of 
this sort. But it would be rash to pre- 
dict that an enlightened public opinion 
will continue to hold this view. 
Moreover, to expect of Congress a per- 
manent solution of this problem—a s0- 
lution that will meet the views of an 
enlightened opinion which. is itself in 
process of evolution — is to assume & 
wisdom on the part of that body which, 
in this yéar 1922, is scarcely visible to 
the naked eye. 

Your correspondent speaks of divorce 
as having ‘‘ brought our country down 
to the lowest grade, as regards mar- 
riage, among all Christian nations.’’ This 
in the face 9f the fact that illegitimate 
births in this country are from 3 to 4 
per cent., in European countries from 5 
to 15 per cent. and in Central and South 
America anywhere from 25 to 50 per 
cent. As Dr. Percy Stickney Grant 
pointed out the other day, the extra- 
marital and clandéstine relations be- 
tween sexes in countries where divorce 
is not permitted—France, Italy, Spain~— 
are hardly such as to support the argu- 
ments of those who oppose it on the

At their service will be 134 
girls, all warranted bright and all secre- 
taries of bankers, who have released 
them for this kindly purpose while the 
convention is in session.

cow yesterday. The work of feeding, 
he said, was beitg rapidly reducéd to 
care only for the most needy, particu- 
larly refugee children. 

The Russian Government has also or- 
dered a reduction in its famine relief. 
Officials say that the ecg of feed- 
ing the hungry in places where the 
harvest is bad has now become a task 
of transportati-n, as obviously thére is 
enough grain in the country, and the 
collection of the ‘‘ natural tax ’’ is pro- 
ceeding. 

Colonel Haske'l says that the program 
of medical relief is.to be much extended, 
as the typhus epidemic has again be- 
come threatenirg, This disease failed 
to vanish durieg the Summer months, 
and is now widely prevalent. Malaria 
also has broken out, particularly in the 
Samara district, where thousands are ill 
and unable to work in the fields. The 
relief administration is rushing a spe- 
cial shipment of quinine there to com- 
bat the disease. 

An agreement signed with the Rus- 
sian Government by the American rep- 
resentative of the Russian Red Cross 
provides for the delivery. of food, cloth- 
ing and other recessities to persons in 
Russia upon the purchase of orders 
from the Russiaa Red Cross in America. 
The agreement, which stipulates a fa- 
vorable exchange rate, is effective Oct. 
1, and by Nov. 1 will be operative prac- 
tically everywhere in Russia. A 10 per 
cent. charge for servicés, to be made 
when the orders are purchased in Amer- 
fea, will be used for charitable pur- 
poses.

TO TEST SUPER-BOMBER. 


Largest Airplane Constructed in 
United States Soon to Have Trial. 


WASHINGTON; Sept. 8.—Interest in 
aviation will be increased, army experts 
expect, in the forthcoming trials at 
Fairfield, Ohio, of the largest airplane 
constructed in the United States. The 
machine, a super-bomber triplane with a 
wing spread of 127 feet and carrying six 
Liberty motors, totaling 2,400 horse- 
power, will have an estimated speed of 
100 miles an hour, with a carrying load 
of 20,000 pounds. Its construction was 
begun in 191% and carried forward se- 
cretly at the Whittemann Aircraft Com- 
pany’s plant, Hasbrouck Heights, N. J. 

Parts of the triplane recently sent from 
the New Jersey shops had to be shipped 
by circuitous routes to the Ohio station 
to get tunnel clearance for them on the 
railways. ‘The six motors are -set in 
three pairs with one puller and one 
pusher to each group. The total weight 
of the machine, including the ca ng 
load, will be 30,000 pounds. A cruising 
radius of 1,300 miles is called for by the 
specifications, exceeding by hundreds of? 
miles the radius of bombing machines 
now in the service. 

The machine will be known as the 
Barling bomber, In honor of W. E. 
Barling, its designer, who is said 
to be a British designer of war aircraft.

CAPITALIST, DIES 


Retired Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turer a Victim of Pneumonia 
F at Greenwich at 84.

FOUNDED NATIONAL TUBE CO, 


Director in Many Corporations and 


an Inventor of Several Processes 
Used in His Industries. 


John H. Flagler, capitalist, died in his 
85th year at his country home at Green- 
wich, Conn., last night of pneumonia 
following an illness of five days which 
started with an attack of bronchitis. Mr. 
Flagler, who had retired from all active 
promotion of business enterprises in 
which line he founded his fortune, re- 
tained his membership in many of the 
directorates of such companies as the 
American Union Life Insurance Com- 
pany and the National Bank of North 
America up to the time of his death. 

He had an office at 200 Broadway and 
had intended to reopen it on his return 
to his New York home at 15 Park Ave- 
nue this week. He was the son o 
Harvey K. Flagler of Cold Spring, N. 
Y., where he was born. Dr. J. M. 


Schley of New York and Dr. J. Parker 
of Greenwich \were in attendance during 
his illness. 

Mr. Flagler is survived by a widow 
and daughter, the widow of Baron Hick- 
ley, his brother, Harry R. Flagler of 
Boston, and his sister, Mrs. Her- 
man Stumpf of Bel Air, Md. He was 
a member of the New York and Larch- 
mont Yacht Clubs, Lotos and Automo- 
bile Clubs. 


Mr. Flagler was born in Cold Spring, | 


Putnam County, N. K., a son of Har- 
vey K. and Sarah J. Holdane Flagler. 


After receiving his education at thé} 


academy in. Paterson, N. J., Mr. Flag- 
ler refused to go to college. Instead, 
he entered the employ of Haldane & 
Co., iron dealers of New York, and was 
made manager of the Boston branch 
for several years. He left the Hal- 
danes to start the firm of John H. 


Flagler & Co., in Boston, to manufac-| 


ture iron and steel. 
National Tube Company and was 
President until it was merged with the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

| The demand for tubing increased 
through the demands of the growing oil 
fields of Pennsylvania, the pumping 
| operations of which required vast quan- 
tities of steel tubing. This demand ul- 
timately ted Mr. 

Pennsylvania, branch. The result was 
the establishment of the McKeesport 
branch, which soon became not. the 
branch but the centre of the industry, 
and the Boston house ceased to exist. 
;The company was reorganized as the 
National Tube Company, 
vast plant waS merged into the United 
States Steel Corporation there were 
4,500 men on its payroll. 

Mr. Flagler was not alone an execu- 
tive, he was also an inventor af scién- 
tific processes of value to the industry. 

Mr. Flagler was married three times. 
His first wife was Ann H. Converse of 
Boston. They were married in 1856. His 
second wife was Alice Manderlick, who 


was a well-known singer, and whom he} 


married in 1898. The marriage in 1921 
of Mr. Flagler to Beatrice Frances Wen- 
neker of Brooklyn attracted much at- 
tention. They were married at Copake 
Falls, a small town at the edge of the 
Berkshire Hills, and a determined effort 
was made to keep the marriage secret. 

The funeral will be held next Tuesday 
from the New York home.

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SPROUL’S DAUGHTER | 
ARRESTED IN SPEEDSTER 


Reckless Driving Is Charge 


Against Her and Two Others— 
Governor Hastens to Rescue.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8.—Mrse J. 
Ward Hickson, daughter of Governor 
Sproul, with two companions, a man and 
& woman, was arrested tonight and 
taken.to the Snyder Avenue Police Sta~ 
tian on a charge of reckless driving in 
Mrs. Hickson’s automobile. The front, 
bumper of the machige had been torn 
off in collision with a pole, 

Governor and Mrs. Sproul were noti- 
fied at their home in Chester and the 
Governor hastened to the city to rescue 


his daughter, but she, with her female 
companion, had been taken from the 
police station before his arrival. 

Hundreds of curious people were at- 
tracted to the vicinity of the police sta- 
tion by tke unusual spectacle of a patrol 
wagon, containing a young man, two 
women and a police detail, towing in a 
dark-red speedster automobile bearing 
the Pennsylvania license tag 777. The 
knowing ones in the’.crowd had scarcely 
bruited the fact that 777 was Governor 
Sproul’s individual motor number, and 
the prisoners had not yet been unloaded, 
when one of the women loudly an- 
nounced, ‘‘I am Governor’ Sproul’s 
daughter.’’ 

That, quite naturally, gave the House 
Sergeant pause, and while the male 
member of the party was locked in a 
cell, the women were taken into the 
Sergeant's room to be examined by the 
police surgeon and questioned. 

A cordon ef police.was thrown about 
the station: house and all ‘‘unknowns”’ 
were ordered outside. The speedster 
was pushed into the yard behind the 
station house and all firemen and po- 
licemen thereabouts were curtly ordered 
to’ ‘‘hush.’’ The officers who made the 
arrest were kept about to await the 
Governor's coming. 

Ten minutes before the Governor ar- 
rived the two young women, both sty-

Director of French School of Fine 
Arts Received Grand Cross of 
the. Legion of Honor.

PARIS, Sept. 8.—Leon Bonnat,- Direc- 
tor of the French School of Fine Arts, 
died today. M. Bonnat was in his nine- 
tieth year, having been born at Bayonne 
on June 20, 1838. He was President of 
the French Society of Artists. The 
French Government conferred upon him 
the Grand Crogs of the Legion of Honor 
for his distingulshed work in painting. 
He was also a member of. the Council 
of the Legion of Honor. His portraits 


of Thiers and Victor Hugo made him a 
European celebrity. 


The works of Leon Joseph Florentin 
Bonnat are in many collections in this 
country and in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. When he was 21 he went to 
Paris and there studied under Leon 
Cogniet. After winning the second 
Prix de Rome he went to Italy, and for 
four years he studied and worked in that 
city. 

In 1860 he painted ‘‘Adam and Eve 
Finding the Body of Abel,’’ which was 
bought by the gallery at Lille. “Then 
followed ‘‘‘Assumption’’ and in 1874 
‘‘Christ on the Cross,’’ which was on 
commission for the Palais de Justice. 

In 1877 he painted the portrait of M. 
Thiers, whic brought him fame. He 
painted the portraits of Jules Grévy and 
Leon Cogniet, which are now; in the 
Luxembourg, and of Victor Hugo and 
Don Carlos. 


COUSINS CLAIM HER ESTATE.

Mrs. Bell, tn a peculiar will, left $5 
to each of the five Bell children, as- 
serting they were not her offspring, and 
bequeathed the bulk of her estate to 
any cousins who might be found or, 
failing that, to the State of California. 
The claimants’ ceunsel here declines to 
disclose the Michigan addresses of ,the 
two. 

The attorneys announced they would 
seek to uphold the will and to produce 
a new family history_showing that Mrs. 
Bell was a child of Mrs. Sarah Wilcox 
Gleason Austin, sister of the mother of 
the new claimants. 

According to the story made public 
In connection with the appearance of 
the new claimAnts, Mrs. Austin died 
when her daughter, Teresa, was a small 
child. Teresa was then taken into the 
home o¢ Thomas Bell. When a young 
woman she married, and when her first 
husband died she became the wife of 
her foster father, Thomas Bell, who 
had two children by a former marriage. 

The Michigan claimants have told the 
attorneys they belleve there are other 
cousins, whose whereabouts is not 
known.

Congressman Rossdale Wins 
Fight to Prevent Purely De- 
partmental Investigation. 


CONGRESS PROBE THREAT 


Thorough Inquiry. Into Conditions 
at Hospital 81 Promised at 
Hearing on Monday. 


The threat of a Congressional investi- 
gation of United States Veterans’ Hos- 
pital 81 was made by Congressman Al- 
bert E. Rossdale of the Bronx, a bitter

The. order tells police to remember 
that all persons were assumed in- 
nocent until proved guflty, and that 
incivility was inexcusable on the 
‘part of public’ servants.

Denies It Is Philanthropic. 


The Government's bill sets forth 
allegations’ tending to disprove the 
claims of the Chemical Foundation to be 
a philanthropic association and describes 
in detail the organization of this corpo- 
ration. It-allegés that the-group in the 
so-called conspiracy ~~ underwrote ~ the 
financial requirements of the Chemical 
Foundation to the extent of $460,600. 

The bill states that Mr. Garvan’ became 
Alien Property Custodian on March 4, 
1919, and was elected President of the 
Chemical Foundation on March 8, 1919; 
that Douglas I. McKay, who was serv- 
ing-as Director, representing the Alien 
Property Custodian in certain corpora- 
tions, became Vice President of the 
Chemical Foundation; that George J. 
Corbett, who was an officer of the Cen- 
tral Union Trust Company, which was 
one of the chief depositaries of the 
Alien Property Custodian, became. Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the Chemical 
Foundation; that Mr. Choate became 
general counsel of the Chemical Foun- 
dation; that Mr. Hoguet became patent 
attorney for the Chemical Foundation, 
and that the Board of Directors consisted 
of Messrs. Garvan, McKay and Corbett. 

The bill-further states that the voting 
trustees for the common stock were 
Otto T. Bannard, who was then Presi- 
dent of the New York Trust Company, 
one of the chief depositaries and a li-, 
quidator for the Alien Property Custo- 
dian; Cleveland H. Dodge, a member of | 
the Advisory Sales Committee of the 
Alien Property Custodian; George H. 
Ingraham, of New York, a member of 
the Advisory Sales Committee of the 
Alien Property Custodian; B. Howell 
Griswold jr., of Baltimore, a member 
of the Advisory Sales Committee of the 
Alien Property Custodian, and Ralph 
Stone of Detroit, a member of the Ad- 
visory Sales Committee of the Alien 
Property Custodian. 

The Government's. complaint charges 
that the Chemical Foundation was or- 
ganized ‘‘by or at the procurement of

HOLD CHURCH TITLE 
IS. VESTED IN DEITY 


Daugherty Says It Would Be 
Sacrilegious to Consider It 
an Enemy Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (Associated 
Press).—Holding that in the final analy- 
sis title to church property is vested 
tn God, and that it would be sacrilegious 
to hold this an enemy interest, Attorney 
General Daugherty in a formal opinion 
has acquiesced in the return by Alien 
Property Custodian Thomas W. Milier 
of property seized by a former alien 
property, custodian from the Reformed 
Church of Hungary.in America. 

‘* Who holds the beneficial interest in 
this trust?’’ the Attorney General 


asked. ‘‘ Iffit is held by tne Deity, then 
surely it would be sacrilegious to hold 
there is an enemy interest.’’ 

The question before the departmen 
he said, was whether the Church coul 
have its property returned to it. Could 
the Church, he ssked, be considered an 
enemy under the Trading With the En- 
emy act, and did the fact that some of 
the contributors to the Church were ene- 
mies ‘‘ taint this Church property ’’ ‘to 
the extent that there could be no return 
of the property? 

The property, amounting to approxi- 
mately $20,000 in mortgages and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to the mother 
chureh in Hungary, secured by church 
property here, was seized at the out- 
break of the war from the Hungarian 
generat credit bank at Cleveland act- 
ing as agent of the church in all finan- 
cial matters. The decision in this case 
will serve as a precedent in other church 
property seizures., 

ithin the past few months, when of- 
ficlals of the church moved for a return 
of the seized peepee. it was met sym- 
pathetically by the present Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, but an opinion from the 
Attorney General was necessary before 
it could be returned. . 

Reciting that the Reformed Church of 
Hungary, with its principal congrega- 
tion and fiscal officers located in Hun- 
gary, desiring to assist the creation and 
maintenance of churches among Hun- 
gariahs in America, advanced money to 
the American churches, the nennton de- 
clared that well established principles of 
international law left no doubt that gifts 
to churches were gifts to ls 

The title to the property seized, the 
Attorney General held, ‘‘ was and is in 
the Reformed Church of Hungary as 
trustee for the deity for religious pur- 
poses.’’ 

Asserting that with the advancement 
of civilization and the growth of the 
Christian religion there was an increas- 
ing tendency to save from seizure and 
destruction property devoted to religious 


and charitable work, the Attorney Gen-| of Sparta, 


eral said. that the United States had al- 
ways stood for such a policy, and had 
‘“‘from time to time pointed with pride 
to its attitude thereon.” 

“That the United States is a religious 
and Christian country,’’ he declared, 
“‘ will not be questioned, but if judicial 
decision is necessary, reference may be 
made to the case of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity vs, the United States, 143 
U. S. 457, page 465, et seq. Nor will it 
be denied that this country has encour- 
aged among its inhabitants religion, in- 
cluding freedom of religious - worship. 
We should therefore construe the Trad- 
ing With the Knemy act as the word 
‘enemy ’is defined therein, in view of 
these precedents and tendencies of our 
national existence. To construe this 
act so as to. make it apply to purely 
religious organizations would be to turn 
our backs upon the stand of. our Gov- 
ernment in the past, and, in fact, would 
be subversive of the efforts of our Gov- 
ernment in the past in encouragement of 
religion.”’ ?

IN HERRIN MURDERS 


Murder and Conspiracy Are 
Charged Against Miners and 
a Negro Deputy Sheriff. 


OFFICERS SEEKING ACCUSED 


Five Arrested Thus Far — Jury 
Foreman Promises Thorough- 
ness In Inquiry. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

MARION, IIL, Sept. 8. — Fifty-eight 
men, all but a few of whom are union 
miners of Williamson County, stand in- 
dicted tonight for murder or conspiracy 
to murder as the aftermath of the mas- 
sacre of June 22 near Herrin. After 
returning additional indictments naming 
twenty-one new defendants, the "Grand 


Jury adjourned today until Sept. 18, 
when the investigation will be resumed. 

Foreman John Stewart made a state- 
ment after the session had ended. In 
the presence of the twenty-two farmers, 
many of whom have let crops suffer to 
attend to this job, he said: 

“We wish to correct a sentiment 
prevalent throughout the country that 
our investigation will. not be thorough, 
and that it will be swayed by political 
and other influences. We will make an 
absolutely thorough investigation, and 
if any influence is attempted we will not 
listen to it and will positively disregard 
it. ‘We will be thorough in our work, 
regardless of the results, and there will 
be no phase or angle that we will not 
examine into. We will investigate the 
deaths of union coal miners in the same 
thorough manner that we are rfow in- 
vestigating the death of non-union men. 
We will also investigate the actions of 
the Southern Illinois Coal Company and 
William J, Lester, and should we find 
them responsible in dny manner will 
not hesitate to indict them any more 
than we shall hesitate to indict any 
other guilty party.” 

The chief indictment returned today 
fs a blanket charge naming 58 persons, 
alleging consptracy to murder. The vic- 
tims of the massacre, including those 
unidentified, are named or described in 
this document. The men now in fail 
and those for whom the Sheriff is look- 
dng have this new charge to face. 

In addition to the original thirty-seven 
defendants these are named: General 
Bernatd, Simon Hiller, Noble Bell, Lew 
Corlan, Charles Hancock, Ernie Craig, 
William Travelstead, V. R. Wilson, Hen- 
ry Skeltcher, Bill Gulledge, Darby Bab- 
bington, One Brookhouse, Sam Catone, 
Jesse Childers, Orrie Kirby, Earl Bax- 
ter, Bill Clander, One Hastings, Fred 
Cooper, Lee Herron and William Sellars. 

The original thirty-seven and the 
twenty-one new defendants were also in- 
dicted today for rioting, which carries 
a penitentiary sentence. 

The twenty-seven men named in the 
John Shoemaker murder indictment 
yesterday are regrouped in twelve new 
instruments today. This was done in 
order to get separate action against 
some of the men accused as leaders and 
most cruel members of the mob. 


Five Arrested, Sheriffs Seek More. 


MARION, IIL, Sept. 8 (Associated 
Press).—With four additional men in 
jail here today charged With murder, 
Sheriff Melvin Thaxton and his special 


deputies were out searching for the rest 
of thirty-seven indicted yesterday in the 
true bills returned in the Grand Jury’s 
partial report on the Herrin mine war. 

With Otis Clark of Goresyille, the first 
man indicted and arrested, the four new 
prisoners are Leva Mann, miner, of 
Herrin; Charles Rogers, miner, of 
Herrin; Philip Fontanetta, miner, of 
Marion, and James Brown, a negro 
deputy sheriff, of Colp, a small mining 
settlement northwest of Herrin. 

Less than fifteen minutes after the 
Indictments had been read in open court 
Sheriff Thaxton was returning to the 
county jail with the first prisoner, Fon- 
tanetta. The other three were brought 
in by the deputies later in the evening. 

Marion residents were unaware of the 
wholesale issuance of indictments, as 
only a few were in court when the 
Grand jJury’s report was resd, St 
Louls papers that reached the “~, this 
morning brought the first general infor- 
mation of the indictments. 

The first indictment made known 
roseense: chargea six men with the kill- 
ng of oward Hoffman of Hunting- 
ton, Ind., one of the employes of the 
Lester strip mine who escaped the mas- 
sacre at the barbed wire in the woods, 
but who were overtaken and brought 
back to the cemetery, where five were 
shot down. Leva Mann is in this group. 

Nine men were named in connection 
with the hanging of Robert J. Anderson 
ich. This bill had two 
counts. 

Twenty-seven were made co-defend- 
ants in the third bill, charging them 
with murder in connection with the 
death of John Shoemaker of Charleston 
Ill. Charles Rogers, Fontanetta and 
James Brown, negro deputy sheriff, and 
Otis Clark are named in this bill. 

Shoemaker was a son of Mayor Shoe- 
maker of Charleston, Ill, and the 
father of three small children. He was

More indictments will be issued, it was 
stated by Attorney General E. J. Brun- 
dage, ih charge of the Grand Jury in- 
vestigation. hese, it is understood, 
will be issued for larceny and perjury. 
Following the ‘massacre at the strip 
mine, much of the equipment was stolen 
and some of the stolen equipment has 
been recovered. 

Indictments for perjury, it was said, 
will be based on the testimony of some 
witnesses given before the Grand Jury. 
Assistant United States Attorney Gen- 
eral C. W. Middlekauf made known 
Teerter that no indictments, would be 
ssued against those members of the 
mob who were not armed and who are 
known not to have incited any attacks 
on the employes of the mine. :

In 1917, Wheeler filed a voluntary pe- 
tition in bankruptcy In Chicago, listing 
liabilities of $546,875, and assets of 
$4,578. In 1912, Albert Gallatin Whee- 
ler testified’ here in the Supreme Court 
that he had given to his son $500,000 
in bonds of the. Illinois .Tunnel Com-~- 
pany, and $200,000 in cash, but that even 
that backing had>-falied to make his son 
successful ‘in business.

MOTOR CAR OUTPUT 
GAINS FOR AUGUST 


kieran for the Month Esti- 
mated at 265,000 Finished 
Machines. 


EXPORT BUSINESS BETTER 


Raliroad Strike Leads to Some 
Motor Transport of Raw 
Materials. 


Production of automobiles in the 
United States during August continued 
on a large scale, according to the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 


merce, The July production was 244,444 
cars, according to the Chamber, but the 
August output probably will exceed that 
figure by more than 20,000 cars. Last 
year the production figures were 176,340 
for July and 180,785 for August. It is 
pointed out that July, 1922, exceeded 
the samé month a year ago by 38 per 
went, while August is expected to ex- 
@eed the same month last year by ap- 
proximately 50 per cent. Production of 
cars and trucks for the entire industry 


during the first’ seven months of 1922 
reached 1,395,066, against 1,668,550 for 
the twelve months of 1921. The Cham- 
ber report also says: 

“The export situation continues to 
show improvement. Passenger car ex- 
ports in May exceeded April by 8 per 
cent. and June exceeded May by 15 per 
cent, The revival of truck business 
abroad continues to be affected by 
the disturbed industrial conditions in 
Europe; exports -in May, however, ex- 
eeeded April by 36 per cent.; June ex- 
ports of trucks decreased 7 per cent. 
under May. 

“The motorcar makers and the N. A. 
c. Cc. are carefully watching develop- 
ments in the railroad strike situation 
and its effect on rail operations. There 
already has heen some handling of ma- 
terials overland by truck that would 
ordinarily travel by rail and the driving 
ef finished cars overland has increased 
through lack of automobile freight car 
supply. Motor transport for materials 
and overland deliveries of finished ma- 
chines will be undertaken on a large 
scale should carriers become unable to 


supply freight cars.”

GERMAN GOLDANDCURRENCY 


Gold Value of Reichsbank Circula- 
tion Theoretically Covered Twice 
Over by Specie Reserve. 


Commenting on the recent fall of the 
mark to a valuatjon at which 8,400 
marks were required to purchase a 
pound sterling, the London Bullion house 
of Montagu & Co. calculates that the 
value of the gold held in the Reichs- 
bank; if sold in the world’s market, was 
at the time about £54,000,000. The notes 
then in circulation amounted to slightly 
over 205,000,000,000 marks, from which 
it is inferred that on that valuation, the 
Feet Reichsbank issue of paper cur- 


rency was worth only about £24,500,000 
in British currency. 

The comment is added that “ theo- 
retically the Reichsbank may be said 
to hold the foreign value of its entire 
note issue’ in gold and to have a gold 
reserve of £29,500,000 to spare. As a 
matter of fact, however, this statement 
is incorrect, for the value of the mark 
abroad would be improved instantly and 
powerfully if the Reichsbank gold re- 
serve were applied to the payment and 


cancellation of the notes.”

FRENCH PUBLIC REVENUE, 


Taxes Whose Proceeds Have Ex- 


ceeded or Fallen Short of Budget 
Estimates. 


Analysis’ ef the French Gevernment’s 
revenue for the first seven months of 
1922 shows that receipts from stamp 
duties were 44,712,500 francs above the 
budget estimate for the period, from 
income tax on stocks and bonds 157,062,- 
000 above the same estimate. The tax 
on railway tickets ran 22,528,000 francs 
beyond the budget figure, the motor ear 
tax exceeded it by $1,159,000, the cus- 
toms duty on oils by 67,491,000 and on 
telephone service by 36,029,931. 

On the other hand, stration tax 
fell below, the budget #5 
839,000 francs, the turnover tax by 
601,162,000, the customs duties by 660,- 
$21,000, and there was a smaller short- 
age below the estimate in the tax on 
Stock Exchange operations, on wines 
and spirits and in the postal revenue. 
All told, the actual tax collection dur- 
ing the seven months fell short 3832,- 
955,000 franos below the budget esti- 


mate.

LONDON, Sept. 8.—After being prac- 
tically stationary for two mqnths the 
Economist index number shows a sub- 
stantial drop for August, the total fall- 
ing by 189 peints to 4,259. 

This figure is actually two. points 
lower than waa recorded at the end of 
February, hitherto the lowest point 
reached sincé the end of the war. 

The August’ decline is principally due 
to substantial falls in prices of primary 
foodstuffs, which are not unusual at this 
season of the year, but minerals have 
also registered further reduction.

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SPENT DILLON FUNDS 


Bankrupt Firm’s Checks Paid 
for Monogrammed Cigarettes 
and Special Silk Shirts. 


TRUSTEE CAN’T FIND HIM 


Revelations Expected From $45,000 
in Checks Charged Against Mys- 


terious Account No. 2. 


Evidence. brought out yesterday by 
Keyes Winter, trustee in thé bank- 
ruptcy investigation of Dillon & Co., 
the brokerage firm which failed about 
a year ago with Habilities of $300,000 
and negligible assets, .revealed . that 
checks on the_ firm aggregating $10,000 
were used by ‘‘ Dandy Phil’’ Kastel, 
alleged head of. the brokerage estab- 
lishment, fom personal expenses, and 
put down to the mysterious account ‘‘ D, 
D. No. 2"’ on the firm's books. Mr. 
Winter has been trying to serve a 
subpoena @6n -Kastel, whose name fre- 
quently was mentioned.in the Federal 
investigation of the $3,000,000 Wall 
Street bond theft conspiracy, but “no 
trace of him could be found. 

Two garage owners testified that they 
received checks signed by Dillom & Co. 


cars maintained by Kastel at about the 
time the firm went into bankruptcy. 
A representative of the owners of an 
apartment house at 846 Seventh Avenue 


also identified several other checks as 
having been received by him from 
Kastel in payment for Kastel’s. luxu- 
riously furnished apartment on_ the 
twelfth floor of the house in the Spring 
of 1921, and an official of the United 
States Mortgage & \Trust Co. identified 
two more Dillon chyeks amounting to 
$750, which had m made out to 
7 a Edna Kastel, the missing man’s 
wife. - 


Lawyer Explains $250 Check, 


Another witness examined by Mr. Win- |, 
ter was Randolph N. Newman, a lawyer, 
who was drawn into the Arnstein in- 
vestigation through the failure of the 
brokerage firm of David W. Sullivan 
& Co., which was alleged to have dis- 
posed of stolen bonds obtained from 


dishonest messengers in the financial 
district. It also developed that Kastel 
smoked only specially made cigarettes 
bearing his monogram i= large gilt 
letters; and fhat he wore expensive silk 
shirts of his own design, all of which he 
paid for with Dillon & Co. checks 
charged to ‘‘D. D. No. 2”’ account. . 

** Did you have business dealings with 
Dillon & Co.?’’ Newman was asked 
when he was called to the witness 
stand. 

‘*T have not the faintest impression of 
having had any business dealing with 
Dillon & Co.,’’ replied the lawyer. 
‘* They did not owe me any money, and 
I had no stock account with them.”’ 

“‘T am handing you a check, Mr. New- 
man, dated Jui.. 1 2921, payable to the 
order of Randolph M. Newman, for 
$250, drawn on the Lincoln Trust Cofn- 
pany by Dillon & Co.,’’ continued Trus- 
tee Winter. ‘‘ Did you collect that 
check? ”’ 

‘* Yes,’’ responded the witness, ‘‘ but to 
the best of my recollection it was not 
for professional services. My impres- 
sion would be that I must have had a 
check on an out-ofw-town bank that I 
wanted cash in a hurry and I might have} 
gone to Dillon & Co. and gave them 
that check and got their check in ex- 
change.”’ 


Says Kastel Owes Him Money. 


** Might that have been in payment of 
money advanced by you to ‘ Phil’ Kas- 
tel?’ persisted Mr. Winter. 

‘‘ No,” replied Newman. ‘ because I 
had not been on speaking terms with 
Kastel.”’ 

‘Did he owe you money?” 

‘* Yes, he owes me money yet; he has 
always owed me money since I have} 
known him.’" 

Newman was asked if he would con-| 
sent to turn beck the $250 for the benefit | 
of the creditors of the bankrupt firm, | 
but he declared that he could see no} 
reason why he should do so, since the} 
money was:not received by him in the 
nature of a gift. When he left the wit- 
ness stand the lawyer volunteered to 
show Mr. Winter ."‘ a few things about 
the way in which ‘ good’ bucket shops

At this point in the investigation one } 
of Mr. Winter's assistants brought to 
Referee Peter B. Olney Jr., who is in 
charge of the inquiry, a basket contain- 
ing hundreds of checks issued by Dillon 
Co. before the failure. Mr. Winter 
explained that most of the checks had 
been made out in small sums to an ag- 
gregate of $45,000 and charged against 
the mysterious account. He added that 
he expected to produce additional wit- 
nesses who would make interesting reve- 
lations in connection with these checks.
